In Malayan Jungle 


and an at- 
tractive fair haired 
woman, Malaya’s 
leading archaeologists, 
have made the most im- 
portant archaeological 
finds in recent Malayan 
history. 


Thelr recent trek took them 
into torrorist Infested mountains 
in northern Malnya for six 
weeks, surrounded by heavily 
armed Malay police they dug in 
the dry compact sand of 4 pro~ 
tected rock shelf In the central 
mountains of Kelantan State. 


They produced = conclusive 
proof of the existence of stone~ 
age men of the Hoabinhian typo 
jn Maolayo around 56,000 B.C. 
The fin added further to tho 
knowledge of the more advanced 
Neollthic men who Inhabited 
Malaya at tho thme whon Bri- 
tain was occupied by = the 
Romans. 


The scientists were Dr G. do 
G. Bleveking, 29, urchacologist 
on the staff of the Federation 
of Malaya Museums, his 22- 
year-old wife and Mr Michael 
Tweodle, 47, Director of the 
Raffiea Muscum in Singapore, 


Dr Sleveking Jed the expedi- 
tion, inspired by reports of the 
prewar explorer and urchaco- 
logist, Mr H. D. Noone. Mr 
Noone who became a legendary 
figure among the aborigines of 
the Malayan interior, had re 
ported on archacolugical ‘ind at 
Gua Chaoh, 90 miles southwest 
of Kota Bahru, capital of 
‘Kelantan State.

Plan For 


Protestant 


Union Of 
Churches 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Jan. 13. 


A Methodist Bishop, Ivan Lee 


Holt, today outlined a 


plan by which the three great Protestant Churches might 
form a united Church of Christ. 


Bishop Hott is chairman of a 
Commission appointed to form 
a “plan of union” for com- 
municants of Churches which 
embrace three historic politics 
of Protestantism — Con; 
tional. Episcopal and Pres’ 
ian. 

Bishop Holt is also chairman 
of a similar Commission working 
fur the union of the Methodist 
Churches. Today he offered the 
overall plan before his own 
Church’s Assembly of Genera) 
Agencies, a gathering of 25 
Methodist agencies, commissions 
and beards. The plan was sub- 
mitted only for study. 

PLAN OF UNION 

The “plan of union” Involves 
organisation of the three groups 
inlo a “united Church of Christ”. 

Each locai Church, according 
to the plan, would determine its 
cwn mode of worship and 
administration of the Sacra- 
ments of Holy Communion and 
Baptism. Each denomination 
would declare to which of the 
three categories—Congregational, 
Episcopal or Presbyterian—its 
clergymen should be regarded as 
belonging. 

Ten or more Churches would 
be formed into a presbytery,
